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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -1 7 are pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The Information Disclosure Statement respectfully submitted on 02 April 2002 
has been considered by the Examiner. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 4-7 and 10-17 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper 
form because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple 
dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been 
further treated on the merits. 

4. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 1-3 submitted on March 6, 2002 should have been 
renumbered 18-20. Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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6. Claims 1-3 and 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Micali (U.S. Patent No. 5,537,475). 

Referring to the rejection of claims 1 and 8, Micali discloses a system and 
method for securing communication within a network by using highly-secure digital 
signatures. The system comprises a data input port in which information can be input 
into the secure system (security module), in that the secure system (security module) 
has at least two data output ports, whereby data can be output via a first data output 
port (See Column 4, lines 51-67) and then transferred to an authentication unit and 
whereby data can be output via a second data output port and then be transferred to a 
document to be issued, with at least two combination machines, whereby a first 
combination machine generates a result value for the first data port and whereby a 
second combination machine generates a result value for the second data output port 
(See Column 5, lines 11) 

Referring to claim 2, Micali discloses the claimed limitation wherein a secret 
generator generates an unpredictable secret (See Column 3, lines 66-67, Column 4, 
lines 1-15) 

Referring to claim 3, Micali discloses the claimed limitation wherein the secret 
generator is connected to the first combination machine and/or to the second 
combination machine in such a way that a secret generated by the secret generator is 
introduced into the first combination machine and/or into the second combination 
machine (See Column 4, lines 16-35) 
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Referring to claim 9, Micali discloses the claimed limitation wherein the secret is 
output by a first data input port and the data acquired from the combination of the data 
representing the secret and the input data is output at a second data output port (See 
Column 4, lines 36-50) 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Pires (Pub No. 2002/0076044) discloses a method and system for encrypting 
messages, generating encryption keys and producing secure session keys.
